Thoy tried to mike deovased vomit by 
giving her some liquid, but were too 
feightoved to think of gonding for a dogtor. 
‘At about 8 v'olook deoasod died. This 
morning witnoss reported at the Office of 
the Rogistrar General and aftorwarda to the 
Polio, and the body was removed to the 
hospital, Witness know of 00 reuson why 
deceased should have destroyed herself 
unless ‘it was through the loss of a 
sum of $160 which sho bad lent toa woman, 
who bad run away to singapore mit) out 
paying her. Deceasod had fretted about 
tha loss of the money. No oplum was kept 
in the house, and deceused was oot in the 

abit of taking opium. 

s Dr Morquos deposed that he had examin- 
ed the body snd opened the ston ach of 
deceased ; there wore symptoms of death 
being aused by an oyerdoge of opinm 

Loony Wah Ho, brother to decoasrd, gave 
evidence onrruburative of that given by, 
the firat wilnoss, lis brother in-law, dnd 
knew of no rearon why deceased eanould 
have taken poiaon. 

The Jury returved a verdict of death 
caused by an overdose of plum self ad- 
ministered whie in an unsound atate of 
mind.

At 8 pm, as there war 
every prospect of a furious gale, the foro- 
sail and jib were reefed, Sighted’ the 
island of Mukura about cight milea 
N.E., and sail had to be made in order 
to clear it as the wind was blowing the 
vessel on it. At 10 p.m. it was blowing 
afresh gale, with a bigh, confused sea ; 
barometer 29.70. At this time the 
lower topsails were set and it was 
deemed best to allow them to remain 
until clear of the islund. At half-past 
eleven the ship gave a very heavy larch 
to leeward, and the lee fore lift carried 
away and fore yard turned end upper- 
most. An attempt was made to lower 
the topsails, which was unsuccessful as 
they split and then blew right away 
from tho yards, At midnight there were 
fearfully heavy squalls with high sea 
und blinding rain; barometer 29.50, 
and at lam it was hlowing a perfect 
hurricane, As the ship day with bee 
railg under water it was thought that 
the ballast had shifted, which on exami 
nation proved to be correct, All hands 
were immediately sent below to trim 
{ndlast; and while they were engaged in 
this operution, « violent guet struck the 
thip, whioh tore away her sails and 
threw her over until her trucks were 
under water, and the ballast shifted 
worse than ever ; trying to trim it was 
worse than useless, At 2 o'clock it be- 
cum patent to avery one on board that 


) if thay wished to save the vessel and 


their lives their only chance Jay in 
making an effort to get the ship upright. 
Tt was therefore decided to cut away the 
fore-mast, which was done with as much 
colerity as possible, and ag it fell it car- 
ried away the jibboom, Still the vessel 
lay with her port side completely under 
water, 80 much so that the cabin doors 
were in a horizoutal instead of perpendi- 
cular position, and the officers had to 
walk upon them, instead of tha floor of 
tho cabin, Thero was nothing to be 
done but to send another mast over 
board, The order was given tocutaway 
the main-mast, and it soon fell, oarrying 
with it the m zon-topanst and the main 
stey, lif cd th beat which was lying on 
Lop of the foreshouse clean over board, 
and the mast falling on the life boat 
broke it in picces, The ship being free 
of the main-magt«waa sensibly relieved 
and fortunately righted sufficiently to 
enable the deck to ba cleared of the 
wreckage, though her rail was still under 
water, At this time, which was the 
heaviest part «f the gale, the barometer 
real 28°99." At 340 a.m. the wind and 
rain moderated somewhat, the wind 
veering to the south and west, A hasty 
exuwination of the extent of the damage 
wau taken and showed the mizen-mast to 
have sprung by the heavy lurching and 
tho staya all gone, It waa made as secure 
ua posable and then all hands went to 
work with a will at trimming the ballast, 
the greater part of which had been 
pitched to port. By four o'clock the 
galo had abated considerably and the 
barometer rose to 2950. A singular 
phenomenon occurred during the heaviest 
part of the gale. The mercurial baro- 
meter is hung in the after part of the 
cabin and during the timeit was blowing 
the hardest it rose to 31.0 inches, Such 
an occurrence as this wag never kuown 
hefore to any officer on board ‘the ship.

able ; and contributions of much intoreat 
may fairly be looked for from the membors 
of the foreign consular services, the Chinese 
Custome’ corpe, and the missionary body, 
amoug whew a high degree of Chinese 
achularabip is now assiduously cultivated, 
and who are severally represented in the first 
pumber of the Aeview by papera highly 
creditable to their respective suthors. In 
a paper on Dr, Legge's She Any, by the 
Rev. BE. J, Hitel, to which the place of 
honour in deservedly yiveu, an oxcellent 
suinmary is presented of the chronuluyical 
problems and arguments invelved in con- 
nexion with this importaut work, Sumo 
translations trom Chinese novels aud plays 
are marked by both accuracy and freshness 
of style ; and an account of the career of 
the Chinese poet-statesman of the cloventh 
century, Bu'Tung-p’o, by Mr. &, 0. Bowra, 
is not only historically valuable, but is also 
distinguished by its literary graco. Beside 
notices of now books relating to China and 
the East, which will be a useful feature of 
the Heview, if carried out with punctuality 
and detail, we are glad to notice that 
“Notes” and ‘‘Querios” are destined to 
find a place in ‘tts pages also. It is to be 
hoped that thie opening for contributions 
on Chinese subjects may ovoke a similar 
dogree of literary zeal to that which was 
displayed during the lifotime of its prode- 
cessor in tho field, and that the China Heview 
may receive the support necessary tw insure 
its continuance. The publication ls intend- 
ed to appear every two months, and will 
form a eubstuntial octavo magazine.

& That the lettor was securely onclosed 
in a resionably strong opvelupe. 


3, Tlat application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss waa discovered, tho 
envelop being invarinbly forwarded with 
such application unless it also is loat. 


4 Tat the Postmaster Genoral is satle- 
fied that the losa occurred whilat the curres- 
ponders was in the custody of tho British 
Po tal administration in China, Lbat it was 
not. cauted by any fault on the part of the 
sonder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by ibe disho eaty or negligence of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Flongkeng Post Office. 


5. No compensation can bo paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handaomely bound books, &e., 
which mach their destination, altbough in 
a broken or deterlorated condition.
